A computer program product for tracking the sale of goods in a store utilizing a 
network-based supply chain management framework, comprising: 
computer code for receiving data from a plurality of stores of a supply chain 
utilizing a network, the data relating to the sale of goods by the stores, and being 
in a first format associated with the stores; 

computer code for sending the data from the stores to a supply chain manager 
utilizing the network; and ) 



computer code for translating the data to a second format associated with the 
supply chain manager.
